practically nil of the pyrolerhnic toys 
employed for the puri)ose8 of celebra- 
tion on the Fourth of July depend 
primarily upon the paper tube loaded 
with combustibles of one sort or an- 
other, ae the fundamental element, 
so spaak. in thair construction. 

Even tbe great "sat pleow," whicb 
might be called Are pictures, and 
which are erccteil upon scaffoldings 
sometimes as much as a luindre.l feet in length, 
dapend for their effects wholly upon mrh paper 
eyUndars, no bigger than rooiI slzi a lir.cr.u kers. 
Stock all over the lattice work of tin' skdi ton 
straetora employed by tbe fire-painter in lieu, an 
oae might say, of canvas. 

Something more In detail about these Are plfi> 
tures win be said later on; but msanwhlla It may 
be as well to speak descriptively of the processes 
used tn the manufacture of the more simple and 
familiar klndu of fireworks -such, for example 
as roman can. lies. l>onihs, rocket.s. plnwhcelh and 
the like. All et th, s.\ cxc-eptinK the bombs, are 
substantially nothing more than cylinders of 
pasteboard, filled with oombustiblss and fash- 
toned In different ways. 

One of the greatest fireworks nctorles In the 
world Is located on the outskirts of Brooklyn, 
but the stranger who passes by it on a trolley ear 
on the way t.i I'niiov Island would scarce sns* 
pect the character of the outfit, which Is seat- 
tere.l over about twenty acres of land in a series 
of srua'.l liulMlngs, some of them being so tiny 
as to af ( ' riiiii ' late only a single workman. The 
object o( this arrangement la to minimize the 
consequences of accidents. If the lone man who 
occupies, any one of tbe tiny houses should hap- 
pen to be blown up he alone would suffer. 

It naturally happens that the only Imilding 
^l7.c on the iircmises is one in 
Ivi's or otloT lixf'ly combust ibies 
arc tiFCil. Here, in fact, is where all the paper is 
store .1, tons ujion tons of it, for the outer wrap- 
pings of the fireworks. Pyrotechnic toys, of 
course, must be pretly to look at. else they would 
not sell to advantage and the papers utilised for 
the purpose are of all colors of the rainbow and 
a great variety of ornamental patterns. For 
extra fancy goods more or less gilt and stiver 
paper Is rnipliiyt'j. 

Upstairs In the same biiii.iing all of the pa- 
per cylinders are made, the i)rocess adopted be- 
ing so exceedingly expeditious that one person 
can turn out as many as 18 gross ot them In a 
day. Of course they are of all lengths and diam- 
eters according to kind aad slse of fireworks 
for which they are Intended and though the 
rocket cylinders are rolled by machine all of the 
others an- made by hand. With the aid of a lonp, 
round stick of metal ari.l a pot of paste the oper 
ator converts sheets of Miin, tirown pa.'.teboanl 
into neat and compact tubes at tbe rate of three 
or fonr a mtnute. 

A dozen work people engaged In this occu- 
pation can turn out an immense number of cyl- 
in.l< rs in a d.iy and the manner in v liich they 
are utilized in the manufacture of liiffercnt kinds 
of fireworks will presently be exiilained. It might 
be well to say Incidentally, however, that in this 
same deiiariment are made the bombshells, which 
are stamped by a machine out of papler-'macbe 
in halves. When they have beoome jdry the 
halves are Joined by strips of thin canvas soaked 
In paste, each sphere thus produced having a 
round hole at one end for loading. , 

Hombs are among the most Interesting and 
beautiful of flieworks and some of them are of 
great size — as much as Ave feet In diameter. 
They are discharged from mortars and, reaching 
a height of I.UOO feet or more, explode with a 
great noise, liberating showers ot maay'Ocdorad 
stars or golden rain, or sometines paraebutas 
carrying trains of stars. Some are made as 
small as two Inches In diameter— babjr asm, 
suitable for family use. 

Tbe nieih<M of their construction is always 
the same and is at once simple and Ingenious. 
The papier-mache shell is filled with "stars' — 
that is to say. with little pieces of cylindrical 
paper tubing packed with different chemical com- 
positions. Beneath the shell thus loaded Is at* 
taehed and firmly glued a paper receptacle con- 
taining a slow-burning composition similar to 
gunpowder. Then a fuse Is so fixed that being 
Ignited at the Instant of tbe lionib's discharge it 
will burn just long enough to explode the shell 
at the moment when the projei-tile has reached 
its greatest height In the air. When this hap- 
pens the paper shell is blown to pieces and the 
stars, Incidentally ignited, are thrown tar aad 
wide. Being light, they fall slowly and tbe effect 
produced Is very beautiful. 

Even the stars, you see. are paper cylinders, 
though onl\ half an inch perhaps In length. But 
they \ary inu<'h in size, according to the uses to 
I wlilch tiie> are to he put. A man cuts them by 
the mllllonK with a small circular saw, taking a 
handful tof paper tubes of small diameter and 
using the saw to chop them Into short pieces of 
equal length. Then the little sections are filled 
with chemical mixtures of various kinds, nitrate 
and chlorate of baryta being used tor green, ear 
bonate of strontium for red. osylate of soda for 
yellow and (oddly enough) parls green for blue, 
with various admixtures of eblarata of potaab. 
shellac, etc 

It should have been said that. In order ta 
strengthen tbe papier-mache shells and so to en- 
able them to aeatter their ^tars more widely 
when shattOTed. they are wound with strong grp. 
cer's twine, outside of which the final decorative 
paper co' an. There la, howi'ver, an- 

other and \i;,ie m v. kirnl of bomb, which is made 
in tht shape of a cvllinler. It Is so constructed 
that during itr, tt\t;Ut through tbe air it makes 
a series r)f "hreaks. " sometimes as many as ten, 
throwing out each time a shower of stars. This, 
as might l>e Imagined. Is a very beautiful effect 
and is achieved by dividing the eontaining cylin- 
der into a series of compartments holding stars, 
e4u;h compartment being set off in Its turn. 

Some of these cylindrical bombs contain par 
urhuies. which are arranged like the paraihutc". 
dropped from rockets. luslde of tbe pasteboard 
ease is a circular place of tissue paper, aronad 
the circumference of which are attached a aeries 
ef very long strings. To each of these strings 
are fastunad at interval* a number i>f the little 
paper stars already dssertbad and tbe arraoga-

meat Is such that when tbe paper disk, which Is 
tbe parachute, is thrown ont of tbe recepta«le 
it Instantly expands and drifts slowly downward, 
while the Ignited stars, dangling along the strings 

beneath, make an exceedingly pretty display. 

The methods adopted In the case of parachute 
rockets Is exactly the same, the parachute and 
Its attachments belug packed Into the "head" of 
the rt^cket A rocket, of course, consists of two 
parts, the lower portion being a pasteboard cyl- 
inder, mad^ especially thick, containing the ex- 
plosive that makes the thing go up. while the 
upper oomputmant Is simply a receptacle to bold 
•tan. parachute, golden raia stoffi or whatever 
is to be liberated when the projectile has reached 
its l^kdet point In the air. 

What Is called a '^ine" Is a big cylinder of 
pasteboard, whh ti may be fcur or five feet high 
and which is attached to a HQuare wooden base, 
in or<ier that it may be stood up. Inside of the 
cylinder is put a propelring eharge of the slow 
explosive and on top of it a pujier bag filled with 
stars. At tbe top Is an ordinary roman candle, 
which serves as a sort of spout. When tbe 
roman candle is lighted It shoots a few fiery balls 
suceeesively in the customary manner, and then, 
the eaploelve Inside having been reached, tbe 
whole affair exnlades, throwing a multitude of 
stars In lUI directions. 

Comparatively new are the socalled "bat- 
teries" of roman candles, which. In proportion to 
tbe number of candles going off simultaneously, 
produce a brilliant display. "Oerbs" are cylin- 
ders filled with iron filings, which are thrown 
out in an incaadaseaot state by tbe slow-burning 
explosive. They are intended to be tacked upon 
a fence or to some aaeh place, at a height of six 
feet. 

It Is a fact worti) mentlonltig incideutally that 
all of the m.arinb night slKiials, wliirh are carried 
on every vessel, are made by tbe fireworks con- 
cerns. The Brooklyn fsctory tapplied tbOM osed 
,on tbe yachts during the receet race aeieas 
the Atlantic They are made on the sam* prln- 
dple as "bengola" light*, a familiar pyrotechnic 
toy, but wHb a woodata handle. Such a contrt- 
vsnce Is a paataboard tube divided into compart- 
ments, usually three In number, containing In- 
llammahle comi)08ltions of different colors. Oc- 
caaionally stars ;ire a i<Ied. Inaamuch as tbe 
colors-— green, white and fed— may be arranged 
in various ways, on« can talk across the sea by 
the help of these lishta on the darkest night. 

In the tiny houses already described all the 
filling ot romaa «find^a Is done. War this pur- 
pose maehlaery is uMd and It Is always a possi- 
bility that a spark adgfat ignite the gunpowder 
and eonposltlon, of which considerable quanti- 
ties have to be kept Immediately at hand. But 
these , xpio.sl.es and also the Stars (which take 
the form of tb-ry iialls as they are ejected from 
the candles) are stowed in cubbyholes protected 
by Hwingiug metal shutters. Each time the lone 
wurkman helps himself to stars or powder be Is 
obliged to push aside the shutter, which, falls 
again in place the Instant tbat<,ha has obtained 
what be wanu. Tbe eabbyhoUs open to the out- 
side by windows, so that if there were an ex^ 
aioD the (tame wonid be thrown outward from 
the building and not into ft. 



Thus safeguarded against mischance, tbe lone 
workman manipulates a machine by the help of 
which be loads two dosen roman candles at one 

time Into them he puts gunpowder, compositioa 
and stars successively, layer after layer, ramming 
down each iwrtion of the charge after the man- 
ner of loading an old-fashioned musket. Where 
candles that bold ten stars are being made tbe 
operation Is somewhat complicated and hence tbe 
importance of doing as many ns possible at once. 

Most interesting of all, perhaps, is the making 
of tbe fire pietnret, tbe eoAstmctlon of which be- 
gins with a latUcework put together by a skllled 
carpenter. It is made as light as possible, aad 
upon it is tacked tbe rattan which forms the out- 
lines of the picture. RatUn is chosen for the 
purpose because It is pltable and can be bent 
into any sort of curves. Tbe carpenter has be- 
fore him a drawing, tnade by the artist of the 
company and executed to a certain scale. It is 
a simple matter to reproduce the lines of this 
drawing In rattan, so to speak, on an enlarged 
ecale. 

Having thus made tbe odUinee of the picture 
in rattan upon a background of lattice work, the 

carpenter drives at short Intervals along the rat- 
tan a series of little nails. Vpon each nail is 
to be put a small cylinder, a quarter of an Inch 
In diameter and three Inches long, loaded with 
some colored fire coinposiilon. When this opera- 
tion has been completed the artist comes along, 
and with his pencil marks upon the latticework 
the different colors, "red," "green," "blue," etc., 
that are to appear in flame in various parts of the 
design. In obedience to these indicatioas the 
loaded cylinders, which may number thousands, 
are stuck upon the nails i-uhsequently by skilled 
young women I'lnully all of the cylinders are at- 
tached together by a "quUk match," which is 
lampwick saturated with a mixture of gunpowder 
and starch and threaded through a thin paper 
tube. Thus when fire is set to tbe fuse it will 
run In a few seconds all over the lattice work 
and the fire ^ture will be prese n ted to view in 
gorgeous colors. *

Washington.— F'ully four and a half 
9Ut of every five pounds oC coffee 
irunk in the United States oomea from 
Brasll, and the proportion Is growing 
steadily higher, principally because 
the BrailUan bean Is of a superior 
quality and flavor The generality 
of coffee drinkers have a hazy Idea 
that ".Mocha" and "Jata" enter largely 
Into the morning beverage, but It is a 
fact that all tho Mo4ha and Java that 
reach this country in a year would not 
supply St. Louis for q|s months. 

It la generally known and under 
stood that the greater proportion of 
One BraslUan coffee comes from the 
sUte of Sao Paulo In that country, and 
the statement that Sao I'aulo, the 
richest state in tho Brazilian Union, 
Is "one vast coffee estate" has been 
made so frequently that the general 
Impression has gone abroad that little 
else but coffee is produced In the 
suto. It la truo that Sao Paulo alone,' 
last year, produced 1.716,000,000 
pounds of coffOe that had a value of 
$140,000,000, and tbat this vast ag- 
gregate found Its way outward 
through the greatest coffee port In the 
world. Santos; but it is also true that 
Sao Paulo haa a host ot other indus- 
tries that are dereloplng at a rate 
that is astonishing. It is in Sao Paulo 
that the gregt wheat growing concea- 
Biona hare been granted; It Is from 
Sao Paulo that the. enormous ship- 
ments to Europe of live cattle will be 
made; it is Sao Paulo that now main- 
tains three hundred factories engaged 



in a truly remarkable array of induo- 
tries. These factories alone represent 
an Inveatment of over $40,000,000 and! 
are employing 60,000 workmen. 

It Is true that coffee Is the staple, 
but these factories are turning out cot- 
ton and woolen fabrics; they are ma- 
king rope, twines and papers. There 
are breweries, marble quarries, metal 
Industries of various natures; vast es- 
tates that are devoted to the culture 
of rice, and aquare miles of territory 
that produoo enormous qfuaatltloa of 
fruits that art ahlpped In all direc- 
tions. Sao Paulo haa gone extenslTely 
Into grape culture, and is turning out 
wines tbat are becoming vastly popu- 
lar In several countries. Agriculture 
of a general nature has engaged the 
atlf ntion of tho residents of the state 
to a greater degree In the last few 
years, and as a consequence the rail- 
ways are extending In every direction 
throughout the state. As an Indlca 
tlon of the volume of business trans- 
acter through the port of Santos it 
last year reached a grand total of five 
and a half million ton.«;, which com 
pares v> ry favorably with the trade 
of lllo de Janeiro or Duenos Ayres. the 
two largest South American ports. 

In great measure this progress Is 
due to tho far-alghted and patriotic 
efforta ot those statesmen who have 
directed the destinies ot the state, and 
It has been recently stated by a South 
American historian that the history of 
the str.t,' of Sao Paulo was tho history 
of all brazil.

So nincta baa been taken here as a matter 
ot course that It eeema bard to reallie that 
thla aanlveraarr is celebrated In the rwy Wag- 
land tram which liberty was wreated and that 
obaervanres of It are offlclally ordered In 
niRiiy Innds Ix-vond ttn< noas. The Fourth of 
July has bwonx- lutiTnatlonal In sf'opf'. for It 
has (tiant;<'«l ilii- Kovcrnnients of hationa 
whose capUsU .iif far from Independence hall. 
80 widespread have Its effects become as 
studied la the light of the present day that 
la order to get the true value ot all that the 
^eclaratton slgninea to the world In 1910 it la 
to go back to the very beginning 
Ot American liberty. 

Had not the ideas of govfrnin.'nt lield by 
the roIonlHts lift^n esBentialh Uritisli tluT'i 
woiilil |)robal)lv never have boi-n any l)<Tlar:i 
♦ ion of Indepondonoe. It is as natural fur 'li'' 
Briton to demand hia rights aa it Is for liira to 
live. The War ot the Revolution was largely 
doe to the laet that the two thousand miles ot 
water between London and the colonies caused 
parliament to lose sight ot the ties of consan- 
guinity and of race. 

Althou^ the orlKinal tlilrleon rolonioa 
were esscutlallv Kiikcli.sli in tliou^ht and 
feeliuK they had iievtT iictuiill> t)i>pn n.stab- 
llshed l>y I^n^land as a national enterprise. 
The only one which had ever received any 
ofBclal aid whatever was Georgia, and that 
was not sulBelent to carry any such teeling 
ot dependence as is essential tor the preserva- 
tion ot Intimate colonial relations. The right 
to colonise the North American coAtlnent had 
been granted by charters from a British king. 
Aoeordtag to the teodal system, whieh was 





then rapidly l>ecuming etTuced, the king owned 
all the land 11 nd dlstrlbnted It aneiif varions 
favored vassals. 

The sovereign in the same way regarded 

the new world as if it had been won by the 
sword. The most extravagant Ideas prevailed 
wrlth regard to the wealtli of the Anierlrao 
lands. It was nt one iinjn «ohfrl> hol!ev«d 
III Knglnnd that koI I and Hllver and prfi iods 
ato:'.P8 rould be had fur the taking and that 
the natives were the possessors of fabulous 
wealth. The king gave the charters In most 
cases with the idea that he would profit great- 
ly tre«i mines which would yleW enormous 
ret oral to the royal exchequer. 

When the eolonint^i came here they found 
II ntcoHHary to mak" K"'>d ilieir titles cttlier 
by ptacelul linriiain.s willi the Indiana or liy 
force ot arnis Krom the very first the spirit 
of indepcndeiK e was foBtered, tor HefB which 
had to be maintained by eongtant rlgllaace 
and negotiations and by show of torce did not 
curry with them a deep sense of obligation. 
Indeed, even at that early day, although for 
the throne the colonists entertained feelings 
of loyalty and devotion, a shrewd idea was 
ab/oa.l tha' the l<lnK dM not really own the 
land which lic> haii bestiiweil Ity his charter. 
The con(|U( s( of nature and of the savages li<- 
got a riiR!;etl independence which as the yearH 
went by became more and more distasteful 
to the authorities in England. 

Yet the Idea oC separation from the crown 
was of kIow growth. The forefathers main 
taiued that they w«re Tli'ltUh subjecls. al 
though not living within the realm, as indee.i 
was specified ill Konie of tlj<' royal eiiariers 
Vh" Muii.-achiisetiK eliurl'T for iiislnnce, sets 
forth that Itie coionlHtb sball b>< <!on.sidered 
"as if the> aiHl every one of them w>'re born 
within the realm ot England." As British sub- 
jects, then, they maintained thai they shoald 
b« entitled to representation, and therefore 
each colony had its sssembty, which deter 
niined u|K>n all matters of the enniuioa weal 
a<i l eutfttdlsheil rates of favation It was omm

The Declaration ot Rights was a forerun- 
ner ot the Declaration ot Independence. There 
Is nothing more essentially British than the 
dictum that there shall be no taxation without 
representation. Ot the early American states- 
men only Franklin and Otis wished to have 
representatloo In the British parliament. I lie 
others considered that their own assemblies 
should l)e the legislati\e bodies entirely and 
lb"*', if any taxes were to be imposed they 
should he coiiectfd only with the oonseat of 
the colonial assemblies. 

The question ot taxation, however, did not 
enter Into any controversies, tor it was not 
nntll the middle ot the eighteenth century that 
r.reat Britain, exhausted b/ many wars and 
scekuiK to replenish the national treasury. 
HOiighf extraordinar> iiiean.s for raising reve- 
Mil" iUid iter iniiiister-: proposed that the col- 
onii's). whii h had been growing in wealth anil 
imp<jr«aiice. should be made to coutributii to 
the liiipo\ erisherl fxchenuer. The FYencb and 
Indian war ha<l shown the power of the col- 
onies and their force and bad given a very 
definite idea of their growing wealtb and Im- 
portance. 

liuvln,; reai'hed tli>' derision to tax the col- 
onies, til" nilnlHtry did not hpend any time In 
prellniiriaries It was decide, 1 that iiarilanieni 
hail the right to levy the taxes and the fact 
that the colonies had no reiiresentation In that 
body was not taken into account. Such a mat- 
ter would ordinarily have been eonsldered a 
subject tor delicate negotiation, but. the dec!- 
sfon to tax having once been made, no time

Kngltt'id had in effect heeii a constiiiiilonal 
monarchy since the Higninf; of the Magna 
I harm in 1215 and In taxing tlie colonies not 
represented In the common council of the 
kingdom she had violated one of the oldest of 
the rtohte which inrnt Briton claims. 

■ueh was (he_^^j|ilai la 17C4, when the 
struggle began ^^iMnKy**"* brought 
forth the DeclarliBBI^BnBiiiopen d e nee , and tbO 
next year brou^K Wtf^'banig the flrHt coogreOS 
of 'lir \rnerlean colotile*, »hlrh dect.ied that 

the arioemUly had the power to taxes. The 
stamp sot was the drat heavy Impost levied 



by the mother country, whidi provided for the 
stamping of various legal instrument. s and pa 
pers and oontracU ot all kinds, as well as dice 
ai^ playing cards. 

Thi' news of the pas.-<age of this act roused 
tlie coloriLits 10 fury A gallows was erected 
in wlia! is now I ity Hall jiark, New York, ami 
the llIltl^ll p'umior wa.s hHn;;ed in <'ltisy. and 
the hoi,.^! of Major Jones, in command of the 
British regiment, was sacked. Tlieti eaine the 
rising of the "Sons of Liberty" and th.^ raising 
ot the liberty poles. Boston and Philadelphia 
were vortices ot the storm. 80 emphatic was 
the protest that much ot the act was repealed 
and duties were established on tea, which ac- 
counted for the sudden rain of tea In Boston 
harbor Then came the burning words of Pat- 
rick Henry, Give in- liberty or give me 
death;" before the Vlrslnia in 17T.T. The year 
later brought the iironinUaiion of the "Dec 
laratlon of Rights iind Privileges," in which it 
was declared that every man had the right 
to" lite, liberty and property and that most 
ancient right granted at Runnymede, trial by 
his "peers of the vicinage." * 

Throughout all this time ot storm and 
strain the protests were maile aa Brltisli sub 
Jecta, and that congress which met In Carpen 
ter'a hall in 1 771 was still loyal to thi- crown 
It petitioned the king, remonstrated with par- 
liament and appealed to their brethren In Eng 
Innd. Then came Lexington aifd Concord. The 
dongress of 1778 made provisions for an army, 
with Washington as oommaader, and still pe- 
titioned. Its petition was refused and mer- 
cenaries were hired from petty Oennaa 
princes to- quoting the words of LosrfB^— 
"butcher British subjecu for aasortfng the 
rights of British subjects." 

Richard Henry Lee of Virginia offered the 
independence resolution In June, 1776, and a 
committee was appointed to draft the deolarap 
Uon. consisting ot Thomas Jefterson, John Ad- 
ams, Benjamin Pranklln, Roger Sherman and 
Robert Livingston. Jefferson vsrote the docu- 
ment and alterations were inaile princtpalLv 
at the .-l iK,;. liin of Franklin und Adams. The 
liaper vtas siiliinitied to cotigresB on June 28. 
It was luiil on the table until July 1, when nine 
colonies voted in favor of it. 

The Indopendenoe resolution was aetugUy 
adopted on July f and prmuulgated to the 
world en July 4, when John Haneoek ot Massa- 
chusetts affixed to it his bold signature. 

The other raemliers of the congress did not 
•IfU It until August 1. and the impressive 
scene connected with the signing was net wit- 
nessed until nearly a mnntb later, although It 
is popularly associated with the Fourth of 
July. 

Centuries ot the progress of the rights of 
maabear wltMggta thsDoelaratlM.

ways since the beginning of the colonies 
Thomas .lefferson was criticized at tbe time 
tpr lack of originality In the declarutlon The 
document gained all the greater force fioin It.s 
statement ot selt-evident truths. Never was 
there a moro masteriy presenUUon of a bin of 
grievaaoos than Is contained In the Declaration, 
which "submits the tacts to a candid worlA." 

ArralgnlnR the British king fOT acts Ot tyr- 
anny, it sets forth that be refused "his assent 
to laws the most wlioli'some and necessary for 
the public good, ' ne aiilng that (Jeorge III. had 
prevented the i>mi.' . f colonial currency and 
had refused representation to bis Ainc rlcan sub- 
Jocta. ^, , 

It was desired on the part ot the Now \ork 
assembly to enter Into a treaty with the Six 
Nations, but the governor prevented the nego- 
tiation of the treaty until he could obtain tbo 
consent of the kiim 

He did not proceed further because he feared 
that such an act would lead to independence. 
Hecce the e.\pres8lon, "He has forbidden his 
governors to pass laws of immediate and press- 
ing importance." 

Grievances ot the HassachusetU colony, 
which was deprived ot representation and suf- 
fered interference In popular eloetlons because 
of Its wish to trnile with Nova Scotla, auggost- 
ed the paragraph: 

"He has refused to pass other laws for the 
accommodation of large districts of people un- 
l.os those people should rellncpilsh the right of 
representation in the legislature, a right ines- 
timable to them and tormldablo to tyrants 
only." 

To further humble the Massachusetts colony 
and to punish tbe participants In the tea party 
of 1773 the assembly was called In Salem, and 

not In notion Hence the words Of the docu- 
meni, He has calleil together legislative bodies 
at i>laces unusual, uncomfortable and distant 
from tlie depository of their public recc^rds." 

Massachiisettr. colony and othcr.-i had adopt- 
ed resolutions in their assemblies that there 
should be no taxation without the consent ot 
the governed. Tbe Massachusetts assembly 
was asked to rescind^lts resolution In I W Jiad 
on its refusal to do so was dissolved. Tho as- 
semblies of Virginia and North Carolina met 
the same fate. This state of affairs Is summed 
up in the rH'ciaration In the words. "He has dis- 
solved re|)resentative houses repeatedly for op- 
posing with much firmness bis invasion on the 
rights of the people." 

The Declaration protests against tbe Judges 
being dep<mdent on tbe will ot the king tor 
their salaries, and, indeed, tn some of tie col- 
onies many of the Ju4tes had been Impeached 
for declaring that they would receive their sal- 
aries from the royal treasury. 

Graphically the authors of the document tell 
how the erection of a multitude of now ofHces ! 
had Impoverished the country, referring to the 
collectors appointed to carry out tbe provisions 
of the stamp act Tho quartorlag ot tniopo la 
times of peace waa a snbataatlal griovaaoo com- 
plained ot, for the king insisted on retaining 
British regiments here after the Trench a.:d 
Indian war at the expense ot the oolonlsti, os- 
tensibly for defense but In reality to supprosa a 
growing democracy. 

The words. "He has affrcted to render the 
military Independent of and superior to the civil 
ixjwor, ■ refer to the position taken by General 
Cage, who. with several regiments ot British 
troops, was in Boston. By ovdor of tho Ung 
he bad been made auperior to tho dvll govom- 
rnaat. 

Here and there through the ookmles Amerl- 
caaa had been killed In altercations with Brit- 
ish soldiers, who were subsequently put on trial 
and acquitted The Declaration accuses the 
king of (|uartrriii>; large bodies of arnie.j troops 
and of "protecting them by mock trial from 
punishment fpr any murdorg wfaloh they may 

commit." I 

Such were the principles OBuaolatOd In tho 
X>eolaratlon. and how woU thoy wore sustained 
by tho arbitramoat of war tho world knows. 
Tho nation began celebrating tho glorious 
Fourth from tho very beginning. Salutes ot 18 
cannon were fired by the army In 177T, and the 
new republic was pledged In wine. 

West I'olnt saw a significant c.-lei,i ution lu 
IV.y, when General Washington issued a par- 
don for all prisoners In tho army under sen 
tence of death. Tbe last oelebratloa of the 
army of the Revolution as such took plaoe on 
both shores ot the Hudson rivor and a grand 
salute was fired. 

More of tbo nature ot a festival domlnate/i 
the rourtb after 1788, tor then came parades, 
free dinners, toasts, the reading of (he Declara 
tion in public by citizens and moro and more 
tbe participation of the >oung*>r generation. 
Dignity »nd sole/unity marked these early cele- 
brations and eloquent speeches were made. 

The Fourth Is a statutory holiday In every 
state and its fame has gone beyond tbe seas.

For 
when the Fourth fell on Sunday he aaw no reason 
why It should be celebrated on any other day or 
In any faahlon not In keeping with a aeemly oth 
Bcrvance of the Sabbath. Instead of gladly ac- 
cepting the bounty of the nileiuliir niid havlriR 
a trilogy, a seii.'H of throe driuiiallc and exciting 
ys trantlit with dari);' r ainl delight, tills Kl<"""y 
rsonage would have llnilti'd the day's eveuta to 
a feermon and a prayer. 

In bis records can be found testimony against 
him. for they read: 

"July 4, 1847. Sunday. 

"July 6. Monday morning. This Is celebrated 

as the Fourth of July very improperly. Yesterday 
was the day and ministers might havn preached 
ijptiij tlin Kub.ii'ct of iclislcjiis freedom: this would 
have lic.'H siilllcli'nt and oufht to have been eal- 
Isfaitory. Hut no; there niUBt be noise, the drum 
must beat and the cannon roar, the children be 
dreesed in their best and paraded, and 'Don't 
these children look nice?' 

"Oh, yes, very nice, but If their pareata would 
teach them to respect their auperlora and behave 
with propriety It would be far better. Well, there 
has been a general turnout, rich and poor, young 
and old, all mixed up together. This is a free 
eountry — but not so, it is a country of ulave hold- 
ers. We hold 3.000.0UO of our fellow mortals aj< 
slaves — and how inconsistent." 

"July 4, 1852. Sunday. 

"July 6. Monday. 

"The conununtty were not aatlsfled to have 
yesterday as being the Fourth of July because 
tier could not senre Safaa so opealy and boldly 
as today. My opinion la that when the Fourth 
of, Joljr somes on the Sabbath It ought to be re- 
membered in a suitable and proper manner by 
afsembllng In the Manctuary and hearing the proc- 
luuiutlon of peace announced from the pulpit, 
'euod tidings of great Joy which shall bo to all 
people.' Suitable prayers and suitable readings 
would be a suitable acknowledgment that our 
blessings are of Qod, but because this won't do 
we must have a great noise and bustle and jnuoh 
that la derogatory to the ClhrUtUn character must 
be pdt In operation." 

He didn't like the methods of celebration any 
better when the glorious day fell in the middle 
of the week, tor July 4, 1849, hu wrote; 

"Wednesdiiy. At the rising of the sun the bells 
of the city are ringing and the cannon roaring, 
calling upon those within hearing to awake, arise 
and call upon their Qod, and give him thanks for 
this great blessing, our national ladepeadence. 
which we this day oonunemdrata hy making all 
the noise we can and by aetliig as well as we 
can and as bad as we can." 

All of which would Justify uny boy in the 
belief that though the parson may have been u 
Ood-fearing personage who walked tbe^ narrow 
path all his godly days and waa never eren tempt- 
«d by a lingering desire tor pleaaant primrose by- 
ways, he must certainly have been rather an 
unpleasant person to live with and that the milk 
of human kindness which was his portion, though 
It may not have soured, was as certainly lacking 
in cream. 

How different was the letter which John .\d- 
ams In the first flush of Joy over the adoption 
by' GoagresB of the Declaration of independence, 
wrote to his wife. Its date, July 8, may give some 
ardent young Americans excuse for flrlag th^r 
crackers before the dawn of the day whi6h even 
lawmakerK say may have its claim shattered 
Into fiery noise. 

This first historic Adams, first vice-president, 
secottd president of the republic which be helped 
to bring Into being, was a gqod husband. Busy 
as he must have been, for he was a foremost fig- 
ure in the stirring events, "the Atlas of Indepea- 
d«aM." the "Colossus of that debate" which pre- 
ceded the vote on the natJon-mflklng reaotntlon. 
he wrote on July two letters to his wife, Abigail. 
In one he said 'Yesterday the greatest question 
wua decided which < ver was debated In America; 
and a ^r^ liter perhaps never was, nor will »>c, 
decided among men. A resolution was passed 
without one dissenting colony, that these united 
colonies are and of right ought tb be, free and 
Independent states.", in the other: "1%e second 
day of Jcly, 1778. will be the most aieaiorable 
epoch In th<« history of America. I am apt to be- 
lieve that it will be celebrated by succee<Ung gen- 
erations th.> gnat anniversary festival. It 
ought to b« < iiinnieijuirali'd rtb the day of deliver- 
ance liy Koleiiin ad.s ef devotion to Clod Almighty. 
It ouKlit "> I'e solemulaod with pomp and parade, 
with uiiowH. gajgoM, sports, belln, bonhres and 
illumtuations, frOm one end of this continent to 
the other, fiom this tlSM forward foreyermere. 
T»u will think me transported with enthusiasm, 
but I am not. I am well aware of the toil and 
hlood and treasure that It will Cost ua to main- 
tain this declaration ai;d support and defend these 
state^ Vet through all thu gloom I can see the 
rays of ravishlnK light and glory. I can see that 
the aud is more than worth all the means; and 
that posterity will triumph lu that day's trans- 
a.-tton. ev<'ii vtUough we should ruv It, which I trust 
In Ood w(s alytll not." 

\ Ihough posterity selected, instead of July 2, 
\, lUe day on which the formal Declaratloa 





of Independence prepared by a'eommlttee of five, 
headed by Thomaa Jefferson, was dlseussed and 

accepted, the resolution for Independence was, as 
these letters show, really adopted July 2. 

It took 11 long time for the petitioners ef the 
colonies to conceive of independence. headcrf 
like Samuel Adams waxed Impatient with those 
who believed a peaceful settlement of the trouble 
was possible without separaUon from the mother 
country. Yet Washiagtoa In the first congress 
denied that the colonies desired or that it was to 
their Interest to set up for Independence. Frank- 
lin looked upon It as an event whleh, if it must 
come, was lamentable. 

I.. xlngton and (Concord and Bunker bill favored 
the radicals. June 7, 1776, Richard Henry Lee of 
the Virginia delegation, lollowlng the Inst i uctlons 
Which he had received from the council of Vir- 
glala. presented a resolution, "That these united 
colonlee are and of right ought to be free and 
Independent sUtes: that they are absolved from 
all aUeglaaee to the British crowa; that all politi- 
cal connection between them •and Oreat Britain 
is and ought to be totally dissolved." John Adams 
seconded the motion and a debate followed. There 
Hie no aiith- nilr i. poits of these debates. The 
war had not yet been won. Public lepori <M what 
was said would have been of extreme dange.- to 
these men, who. Indeed, would have been banged 
hsd good King Oeorge been able to get them, but 
hanging men is like making rabbit pie — you must 
first catch the rabbit 

It la likely that those who led the debate In 
support of the measure were John and Samuel 
Adams, Roger Sherman. Oliver Wolcott, Richard 
Henry Lee iind (leorge Wythe. Those opposing 
w ere probably John I )lck.'n.si,n, John Jay, James 
Wilson and Robert R. Wilson. It appeared that 
tour New England tolonles, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire. Connecticut, and three 
southern colonies, Virglala, Georgia aad North 
Caro'.ina. were prepared to vote at oaee la the 
afllnnative, but as uaanlmity was deeirld a flaal 
vote was postponed until July 1, and a committer 
rompw-ed of Thomas Jefferson. Benjamin Frank- 
lin, John Adams, Roger Sherman and Holu-rt R 
Livingston, was appointed to iirepare a formal 
statement for the world. 

Lee, the mover of the resolution, would per- 
haps have been named chairman of the committee 
bad not his wife fallen ill. As It was, JeCterson 
received the honor aad save for a few alterations 
by Franklin and Adams the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was written by him. The original draft 
In the state department In Washington, save for 
these iTiterllneHtlona by Franklin uml Adams, Is 
ii: his lianilwritlng. 

July 1 debate was resumed on the Lee rt solu- 
tion. July a all the delegates but those from New 
York voted In favor of it and it was of this acUon 
that Joha Adams wrote to his wife. The original 
resolution having been carried, the formal decla- 
ration prepared by the committee to show a due 
respect for the opinions of mankind waa reported 
and discussed until la«e July 4. when it was finally 
accepted and t-i^niKl by the president of the con- 
gress, John tlaiu'ii. k, und the secretary. Within 
a week the piovtndal ciniguss ot .\ew York ey- 
pressed its approval. AugiiHt i uu e/igrousud oopy 
of the declaration was l^ld befurw cougrwss and 
received the (Signatures of delegates from 13 col-
